‘Curbside cafes’ coming 
to Chicago streets? 

A City Council proposal introduced Wednesday 
by Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) would relegate some 
restaurants’ outside eating areas to parking lanes 
on blocks with sidewalks narrower than 8 feet, 
where tables can lead to bottlenecks as people 
walking by try to squeeze past. The "curbside 
cafes” would not be allowed to extend into bike 
lanes, and they would be allowed to replace up to 
25 feet worth of parking spaces. Only one such 
cafe would be allowed on each side of a given 
block.

Hawks moving to site close to UC 


City, team make deal 
for new practice facility, 
community ice center

The West Side is about to get a big dose of 

hockey 

Mayor Emanuel announced Thursday that 
the city has come to an agreement with the 
Blackhawks for the team to build its new 
practice facility and community ice center 
on the site currently occupied by Malcolm X 
College, just south of the United Center. 


The 125,000-square-foot facility will in- 
clude two ice rinks, and construction is ex- 
pected to begin next year and be completed 
within two years. 

Hawks Chairman Rocky Wirtz envisions a 
facility that will help grow the sport in Chi- 
cago. 

“You have the next generation of fans, the 
kids learn to skate and then when they’re 
skating you teach them hockey,” Wirtz told 
the Tribune last week. 

“If they’re not skating by the time they’re 6 or 
7, then the chances of them playing hockey- 


boys or girls— are very little,” he said. “... We’d 
have 95 percent for the public. If we design 
this right ... for all practical purposes, it’s a 
community rink the Hawks would practice in 
occasionally” 

The location became available because 
Malcolm X College is moving to its new cam- 
pus next year. 

“This is a great day for the city of Chicago,” 
Emanuel said, adding that the Blackhawks 
will pay “market rate” for the land to build 
their practice facility 

The construction of the practice facil- 


ity will help in Wirtz’s bid to secure the 2018 
World Junior Championships, as the tourna- 
ment needs to be played on several rinks. 

Chicago is one of five finalists to land one 
of hockey’s most prestigious events. 

‘iMiy kid that wants to ‘Be Like Mike’ can 
go down the street and shoot hoops,” Wirtz 
said in a statement. “It’s a little tougher if a kid 
wants to be the next Patrick Kane or Jonathan 
Toews. We’re thrilled to make this investment 
in our community and give more kids the op- 
portunity to learn to skate and play this great 
game.”

Burnt end brisket nachos ($10) 


County Barbeque 

“Delicious brisket chili, nacho cheese goodness and 
pickled jalapeno love” is how an insider of the Little Italy 
restaurant described it. We'll take it. 


Bacon mac ’n’ cheese dog ($10) 

Franks 'n’Dawgs 

Bacon sausage, truffle mac 'n' cheese and parmesan 
cheese stuffed inside a big of bun and topped with 
brioche bread crumbs and thyme. Need we say more? 


There’s so much here for the meatless 
crowd, too.

Or pets, though if you’re reading this review, 
Bandit, you’re already in the Top 1 percent for 
intelligence and maybe should become a spy 
This time Ethan Hunt (Cruise) and his 
IMF colleagues (Simon Pegg, Jeremy Renner, 
Ving Rhames) take on a veiled organization 


that . . . well, there are only so many plots 
these movies can have. You know there will 
be an issue regarding agents’ identities be- 
ing exposed, large sums of money, plots for 
world domination, several snazzy locations 
thousands of miles apart and deception via 
masks. Now in its fifth installment, “Mission: 
Impossible” has not discovered new ways to 
surprise, nor does writer/director Christo- 
pher McQuarrie (“Jack Readier”) get a lot 
from his villain (Sean Harris). The previous 
movie didn’t either. Maybe the attitude, fol- 
lowing 2006’s series-topping “Mission: Im- 
possible III,” is once you go Philip Seymour 
Hoffman, you only go down from there. 

But “Rogue Nation” is highly smirk-worthy 
not hilarious but amusing, not exhilarating 
but exciting and playful, generating suspense 
no matter how many lives are saved at the last 
second. Pegg delicately manages the comic 
relief role without becoming annoying, and 
it’s fun to see Alec Baldwin frustrated as Hun- 
ley, who dissolves the IMF into the CIA and 
declares with naive confidence, “Whether

Hunt lives or dies is entirely up to him.” And 
credit Cruise for remaining ever the credible 
sprinter and daredevil. In “M:I,” he’s never 
too old for this, and there’s no young, up-and- 
coming spy on his heels. Both the character 
and the actor will do anything, so nobody 
should itch for someone to replace him. 

Plus, as an unpredictable ass-kicker with 
a foggy agenda (because, of course), Rebecca 


Ferguson almost takes over the franchise. 
She’s got star presence and can sure climb up 
on enemy dudes’ shoulders, though I wish 
McQuarrie hadn’t forced on her a gratuitous 
shot of ass and side-boob. You make her look 
great as a globetrotting puzzle of whirling 
kicks and deadly aim, man; save the objec- 
tifying for a character with nothing else to 
offer.

‘Samba* is two different 
movies smashed together 


“Samba” begins with 
Samba (Omar Sy of 
“Jurassic World”) 
being detained in 
France, even though 
the Senegalese man 
has spent io years 
there, has a steady 
job and never received the rejection for his 
residence permit. At no point as this was hap- 
pening did I say to myself, “This will probably 
turn into a romantic comedy” 

Shockingly, I would have been right. 

A weird mix of a formulaic story of slow- 
blooming love and a sometimes-piercing view 
of being forced to live off the grid, “Samba” 
almost certainly will start a trend of immigra- 
tion-related rom-coms (no, it won’t). At times 
the film, adapted by co-writers/co-directors 
Olivier Nakache and Eric Toledano (“The 
Intouchables,” which also starred Sy) from 
Delphine Coulin’s novel, observes the way in 
which Samba’s need to stay unnoticed and his 
revolving door of fake IDs lead to a life that 
barely feels real. Sy’s got an incredible knack 
for showcasing goodness amid adversity; the 
way he listens is a pleasure to watch. And 
Samba’s not a saint, though the way he im- 
mediately betrays a pal screams, like several 
moments in “Samba,” of a story that isn’t sure 
how to play out credibly 

So it’s rather absurd as Samba and Al- 


ice (Charlotte Gainsbourg), who during a 
sabbatical from work helps with cases of 
undocumented people like Samba, go through 
the typical awkwardness and miscommuni- 
cation and almost-kisses of countless other 
movies that, you know, don’t also hinge on 
fearing deportation. There’s nothing wrong, 
of course, with showing that people in these 
circumstances want love. A scene in which 
Samba, working as a very un-Paul Blart-like 
mall cop, must run from cops when all he 
did was his job shows the immense lack of 
security this temporary security guard feels 
as a non-citizen. Nakache and Toledano also 
find some funny observations, such as Samba, 
who’s received an OLFT (obligation to leave 
French territory), being told that he’s free to 
go on his way but must leave France soon. As 
if anyone is just going to escort themselves 
out of the country without someone actually 
forcing them to go. 

But it’s hard to settle into Samba’s attempt 
at assimilation with scenes like his pal Wilson 
(Tahar Rahim of ‘A Prophet”) re-enacting a 
Coke commercial for enthralled women in an 
office building while Wilson and Samba wash 
the windows from the outside.

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Though a reboot, this 'Summer* shines

Netflix’s usage metrics remain shrouded in 
mystery but one needn’t be a genius to see 
what attracted the streaming service to “Wet 
Hot American Summer: First Day of Camp,” 
an improbable and wholly silly prequel to a 
2001 movie most notable for all the people 
in it who went on to bigger and better things. 
Victory here was delivered before production 
began just based on who the producers got to 
return or, impressively join in the festivities, 
to the point where it’s almost easier to rattle 
off who isn’t involved than provide a compre- 
hensive list of who is. 

In terms of garnering attention, pretty 
much everything after that is sheer gravy The 
conceit of doing a “prequel” 14 years later to a 
production that already featured adults play- 
ing teenagers is, of course, the big joke. But 
director David Wain and writer-star Michael 
Showalter go one better by actually going back 
and filling in backstory to the original movie, 
which really should be watched right before 
diving into these episodes in order to appreci- 
ate their giddy devotion to that process. 


The movie itself, despite the “cult classic” 
label, isn’t exactly memorable beyond its 
who’s-who cast. And if this works, Netflix 
should seriously consider revisiting some 
other titles that were more notable in that 
regard— “The Outsiders: Before the Rumble’ 
and “Streets of Fire: The First Tour.” 

In addition to Showalter, original players 
reprising their roles include Paul Rudd, Amy 
Poehler, Bradley Cooper, 

Elizabeth Banks, Janeane 
Garofalo, Michael Ian Black, 

Nina Heilman, Joe Lo Truglio, 

Ken Marino, Christopher 
Meloni, Marguerite Moreau, 

Zak Orth, David Hyde 
Pierce, Marisa Ryan and 
Molly Shannon. 

And while the new addi- 
tions shouldn’t be spoiled, suf- 
fice it to say that Josh Charles 
is put to particularly hilarious use as an 
upper-crust preppie at a nearby camp, while 
several members of the “Mad Men” gang ap- 
parently chose to celebrate the end of their 


time in the 1960s by taking a brief sojourn to 
1981, when the movie and this eight-episode 
series are set. 

The plot is almost completely beside the 
point, but the producers seek to putty in 
how several relationships that existed in the 
original got started, treating their low-budget 
comedy as if it were one of the “Star Wars” 
prequels. That includes, but is not limited to, 
a camp-opening stage produc- 
tion, an undercover reporter 
masquerading as a teen, a trial 
that goes from interviewing an 
attorney to courtroom sum- 
mations in a matter of hours 
and a government conspiracy 
involving toxic waste. As a 
bonus, that last element allows 
Showalter to double as Ronald 
Reagan. 

For Netflix, just assembling 
this assortment of stars should yield market- 
ing dividends. That “Wet Hot American 
Summer” actually delivers some laughs is, 
frankly a bonus, but certainly a welcome one.
